The decision to push this building 
program, Vinson added, will not im- 
mediately affect the officer or enlist- 
ed strength of the navy since there 
are no present plans for economies in 
that direction. 

“There has been some talk.” he 
said, “of using a number of naval of- 
ficers on public works, but they would 
have finished their work—or much of 
t—by the time the new ships were 
finished. It takes 18 months to build 
a destrover and about three years to 
build a cruiser.” 

The present plan. Vinson said, 
to pay for the naval construction ont 
of- the &3.300,000,000 in bonds au- 
thorized in the industrial-publie works 
bill. 

“But there will be only $46,000,000 
worth of bonds issued for this work 
the first year,” he continued. “The 
remainder of the $230,000.000  pro- 
gram will be spread over the last two 
vears, and the bonds issued to raise 
the money as is needed.”

Diplomatic circles here interpreted 
the strongly worded encyclical as a 
“declaration of spiritual war’ and 
predicted the breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations between Spain and 
the Holy See. 

The pontiff addressed his manifesto 
to all the bishops in the world. He 
asserted that he was making no at- 
tempt to thwart political reforms, ‘“be- 
cause the church accommodates her- 
self to all forms of government and 
civil institutions, provided the rights 
of God and the Christian conscience 
are left intact.”

Consolidations of services made by 
the co-ordinator are not to result in 
the discharge of any employes to ef- 
fect economies, but railroads are per- 
mitted, as at present, to lay off work- 
ers.

Altogether about 40 amendments 
were rejected by the house, including 
one by Representative Beck, republic- 
an, Pennsylvania, to take the power of 
enforcement away from the co-ordina- 
tor. Another amendment by Martin, 
democrat, Colorado, to prevent the 
railroads from employing less than the 
number on their pay rolls in May, 
1933, was rejected 60 to 34. This 
would have stricken out the 5 per 
cent reduction in employes allowed 
through deaths, resignations and re- 
tirements,

LONCLUDES To Be Tested in Georgia 


ECONOMIC TALKS 


President 
Representative Discuss 
International Issues. 


By FREDERICK A. STORM. 


WASHINGTON, 
President Roosevelt 
the long series of economic talks with 
representatives «f foreign nations 
which the administration hopes have 
laid a firm grroundwork for success 
of the London economic conference. 

Ten nations sent’ distinguisbed 
statesmen here for the conversations, 
and others discussed international 
problems with TH'resident Roosevelt 
and state department officials through 
their diplomatic representatives in 
Washington. Accords of the nebulous 
but hopeful type of “agreements in 
principle’ came on practically all 
world probiems. 

The tinal preiiminary accomplish- 
ment to instire siccessp of the PCO- 
nomic conference came tonight when 
the United Sta‘es and Chile an 
nounced complete accord on a pro 
gram of internation recovery. 

Agreement for action looking to an 
improvement in the world price level, 
stabilization of currencies and re- 
moval of tariff carriers was reached 
hy President Reosevelt and Pedro 
Torres, of Chile, who will represent 
his countrg at the London parley. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who feels that swift 
strokes are necessary if the confer 
ence is to be a success, wound up his 
exchanges with Torres today at the 
White House. 


Communique Issued.

In the joint communique the presi 
dent and Senor ‘Vorres said that “our 
conversations have had their sub- 
ject a frank and cordial exchange of 
Views between our two countries in 
regard to Our eommon problems in 
connection with the fortheoming world 
economic conference at London.” 

“We are happy to announce,” they 
added, “that our two governments are 
in complete agreement regarding 
sential remedies for the present world 
crisis, such as the necessity for in- 
ternational action at the London con- 
ference looking to an improvement of 
the world price level, stabilization of 
currencies and removal of obstacles 
to international trade which have so 
far retarded a world recovery.” 

“Definitive agreement,” they 
tinued, “‘with reference to anv of 
these subjects, had, of course, to be 
reserved for the London conference 
itself, the present conversations hav- 
ing as their purpose merely the ex- 
ploration of the territory to be cover- 
ed and a helpful exchange of views in 
order to assist the conference in its 
high objectives. We feel that our 
conversations have served this pur- 
pose.”

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Are We Getting 
Better or Worse?

It is quite unavoidable it seems to 
me that the attentive observer of the 
contemporary world-scene should at 

times grow faint 
of heart and that 
he should even ex- 
perience a _ dis- 
quietude of spirit 
amounting to fear 
and anguish, For 
in whatever direc- 
tion he may turn 
his gaze he is 
bound to discern 
conditions or 
events or phenom- 
ena which disturb 
his mental peace 
and indeed often 
eause him to sigh 
in sheer bewilder- 


ment. 

And the temptation must be strong 
at times, I should think, to banish 
the vision of a world in travail by 
seeking escape in a copious meal with 
its resulting feeling of comfortable | 
drowsiness, visions of well-being and 
a merciful sense of security. 


Comprehensible as this state of 
mind may be, it is impardonable in 


in the citizen who is conscious of his 


| 


lace in society and who intends to} 
oe his role, however humble, in the | 
scheme of things. For Ne knows that | 
he must act for himself, that he must | 
do his own thinking and cannot rely | 
on some benevolent power to take 
care of him. He knows that he must 
trace his own road, determine his 
own course of action through the vio- 
lent and often ruthless interplay of 
clashing interest. 


He is an attentive observer precise- 
ly for the reason that he does not 


shut his eyes and so invite the torpor 
of false security. He refuses to be 
doped. He wants a clear head to face 
the reality, to see the world and its 
phenomena as they are, and he has 
nothing but despise for those in his 
environment who would lull him to, 
sleep, or who would make him con- 
template the scene. around him 
through the rosy spectacles of the 
optimist, thei green one of the en- 
vious or the black ones of the pes- 
“Not throngh a glass darkly” 
but “face to face!” That is his desire. 
- * * 


And yet with a mind unencumbered 
by prejudices, with a mind stripped 


which hate and fear dominate with 
the utmost clarity of vision the con- 
scious man in our time can still not 
be exempt from experiencing serious 
apprehension at moments. 


For what does he see? He sees suf- 


He meets false prophets. He is aware 
that efforts are made to entangle his 
mental course in labyrinthine pas- 
sages which have no issue. His urge 
for clarity is often frustrated by a 
deliberate falsification of the mean- 
ing of the forces at work in this 
world on the part of men whose in- 
terest it is to prevent him from seeing 
clearly. 

We must go ahead. We must get out 
of this pool of stagnation lest we per- 
ish. The majority of the younger cit- 
izens in every country are fed up with 
dragging out their lives by inches. 
They want to live fully and richly, in 
full security of circumstances and not 
at the mercy Of what they are told to 
be the blind forces of history, which 
hold them today suspended and which 
tomorrow may throw them inte some 
new vortex of destruction. 

They are beginning to ask “Why” 
things must be «s they are and not 
otherwise. They are taking nothing 
more for granted. They oppose a 
“why” to every edict. 

If we look around us we see that 
the natural phenomena do not repre- 
sent a disordered assemblage of facts 
which cannot be understood or fore- 
seen, and we cannot believe that it 
is not so with social phenomena. Night 
follows day. Spring follows winter. 
Corn groavs in the ear. There is a 
fixed law everywhere—in the growth 
of toadstools as well as in the ma- 
jestic movement of the planets. 

In human society, however complex 
it appears. we also and always digcov- 
er that things operate according to 
fixed laws. If production goes up. 
man increases but he also advances 
culturally. The perfection of tech- 
nique. modifies social life. Nothing 
mysterious about that. No blind forces 
history there. It is the law of 
eause and effect steadily moving for- 
ward.

For the moment it may look as if 
there is a retrogression in human ad- 
vance, a standstill or a slowing up and 
the attentive observer may for the 
moment feel abashed and even disil- 
lusioned by what appears to him a 
halt in the orderly forward march of 
history. He will remain disillusion- 
ed until he realizes that the law of 
cause and effect is not suspended, 
that the world flies through space 
even if we do not see it move.

We should un- 
derstand that the opportunity and 
responsibility of being a man is in- 
finitely larger than the opportunity 
and responsibility of being a physi- 
cian. One's profession or vocation — 
only one mode for the expression of 
his life. Much that is richest and best 
in personality can never find a pro- 
fessional expression. 

So far from discounting one’s re- 
sponsibility to his special task, I 
would agree that is his first respon- 
sibility. But I am thinking of that 
large realm of life which is ‘“‘on the 
way’ to the factory, the office or the 
patient. It ig the life of contacts with 
one’s community which is not profes- 
sional, It is that phase of life in 
which you make casual connections 
with strangers, neighbors, citizens and 
friends. It is the “by the way” asso- 
ciations. This phase of life is often de- 
ecribed by the phrase “off duty.” Now 
I raise the question, is it “off duty?’ 
Off special duty, it is readily gra»t- 
ed. But the insistence bere is that the 
special duties and obligations ineclud- 
ed in one’s profit-making enterprise 
does not begin to jnclude all the 
obligations of life. 

The Larger Service. 

The modern world has opened up 
a great realm of social service which 
must be provided for outside of offi- 


cial and technical life. Fach man is 


a citizen. That includes vastly more 
than the franchise. There is a great 
body of social values and interests 


munity which can never be conserved 
save by the social consciousness of 
all the citizens. “On the way” to 
one’s bread-winning task he helps to 
make public opinion, rear community 
standards, and create the social at- 
mosphere. Here is where “what one 


is” counts more than what one does. 


In this incident in the life of the 
Great Physician this invalid woman 
crept to the feet of Jesus, and merely 
by the contact with his person was 
healed. So far as the record reveals 
He did not know that she was there 
until after the cure was made.

The Truth About the South. 

I have another word to say about 
this matter. There are siatistics 
which tend to indicate that the peo- 
ple of the south are not as well off 
in this world’s goods as are the peo- 
ple in other sections. I think there 
is some ground for the statistical po- 
sition, but I think it is time that 
someone should say, and _ without 
prejudice and without offense, that 
there are reasonable grounds for that, 
and that the disparity in_ relative 
wealth is not due to the laziness of 
the southern people as some affect to 
think, not due to their worthlessness, 
as some would furtively insinuate, 
not due to labor conditions, 
as is intimated in this article here. 
l am here to say that there are rea- 
sons for the relative disparity. 

Mr. President, before Il go into 
those reasons, I want to point to 
one fact.

The number of- ambulant cases of 
‘malaria not aprlying for diagnosis 
and treatment undoubtedly very 
ilarge; the ambriant cases far out- 
|mumber the bedridden ones. Many 
paroxysms of malaria are often mis- 
takenly referred to as “returns.” 
|whereas in reality they are manifes- 
|tations of “flare-ups” of old uncured 
cases due to negiject or to insufficient 
| treatment, where from ample evidence 
there has been no opportunity for re- 
infection. In many instances malaria 
\is one of the simplest of diseases to 
recognize, while at other times it may 
prove very difficult to diagnose. Each 
person afflicted with malaria should 
receive as much individual care and 
treatment as those suffering from 
other specific infectious diseases. 
There is no good proof that immunity 
_can be produced by taking any form 
of drug in advance of or after ex- 
| posure to infection. 

Cities and communities of mod- 
erately high altitude are less favor- 
able to the spreed of malaria sinve 
the very vool, late afternoons and 
nights operate to chill the eggs and 
kill the larvae of the mosquitoes— 
thus interrupting the incubation staze 
in the life cycle. a condition which, 
‘from a health standpoint, is greatly 
to the advantage of such communi- 
ties. While altitude and cooler cli- 
mate may be both beneficial and 
remedial, unfortunately neither is 
curative. We have no good evidence 
of spontaneous cures of malaria. 
Such claims of cures are no doubt 
contounded with the arrest or remis- 
sion of the process. Marked progress 
in the lessening of the incidence of 
malaria is being made through im- 
|proved agricultural programs, hari- 
|surfacing of highways and of lateral 
country roads, the paving of streets 
and courtyards in cities. But greater 
and more rapid progress is to be de- 
sired, 

If there could and would be en- 
acted in each of our 48 states a pub- 
lic health service regulation requiring 
all human habitations and houses to 
be screened adequately and properlr, 
certainly buildings wherein people are 
‘employed, screening undoubtedly would 
‘accomplish more toward the control 
and the prevention of diseases coni- 
municated by Ansect pests than any 
Other single measure—not excepting 
drainage. While programs of screen- 
ing, drainage ard the treatment of 
“carriers” should be co-ordinated, 
screening is the part of the program 
that can be most successfully en- 
| forced. 

A broad co-operative campaign 
looking fcrward to the contro] and 
final eradication of malaria need not

of success without generous national,

Known secretly, and to but few, for the I. 
P. were a mighty arm of the A. E. F.’s secret 
service, which was, as it was supposed to be, 
secret.

Yet the I. P. were a romantic and use- 
ful body of men. 

They covered France and England, from 
front to ports, in varied disguises. Their task 
was to hunt for German spies, informers, and

EAWNS and presi- 
D dents of many 

American colleges 
believe for some unknown 
reason, that they are ap- 
pointed not merely to 
educate young men and 
women, but to censor per- 
sonal morals. As a result 
some college rules for 
student conduct often look as if they were com- 
posed at a snoopers’ convention. 

Students, who used to hate but obey most of. the 
rules which deny the right of young people to 
enjoy any form of ordinary contact and compan- 
1onship freely, are now forcing the finish of unjust 
restrictions. By wholesale violations, by mass pro- 
tests, and by threats to resign or strike, collegians 
are killing the old rules. And who can blame them 
for fighting. 

Imagine, if you can, living in a college dormitory 
under restrictions almost like prison rules. Imagine 
being forced to sign your name in a special register 
before going out on your one allowed date per week, 
and being forced to sign that register again as you 
come in before 11 P. M. Think of your feelings if 
a dean of students came into your room and walked 
out with all the pictures of your girl friends, or boy 
friends, and then took away some of your books and 
jnagazines in the bargain. Imagine, if you are a 
woman, being forced to wear your clothing In cer- 
Yain prescribed ways, from overcoat to lingerie, and 
being inspected before leaving the building. 

Yet rules which make such actions possible are 
still in effect in many colleges. Elderly men and 
women, with moral standards designed for an age 
which has passed, fix regulations for even the most 
intimate conduct of young women, and sometimes 
young men, under their supervision. 

It is legally recognized in many States that a 
woman of eighteen is cid enough to decide whom 
she will marry, regardiess of her. parents’ wishes. 
But in some of these States, colleges demand that 
girl students, no matter of what age (they average 
twenty vears) follow rules which sound as if they 
were prescribed for children under fifteen: 

Often these young women must remain on the 
campus at ali times except when special permission 
js given. They must have dates only with boys on 
the dean’s approved list. They must not drink or 
smoke. They must retire before a fixed time of 
night. Their’phone calls and letters are often lim- 
Jted in number. And, to top it off, they are even 
prohibited from marrying, on threat of expulsion 
from college. 

While I was editing the Columbia Spectator at 
Columbia University, I constantly received letters 
of protests from students living in a dormitory for 
graduate women students. Some of these women 
were over thirty, and yet the rules which govern 
that hall are more strict than those in force in the 
dormitories of Barnard College, also a Columbia 
branch, where the women students are younger. 

Fortunately, many colleges and universities in 
the East and Far West are dropping such outmoded 
regulations. Students have forced their abolition. 
zven in the Middle West, types of academic law 
and administrators still remain, the students are 
beginning to wake up to the fact that they are be- 
ing treated like small children. 

Even with students aware of their power, how-

OLLEGE students can’t stage a strike, or a

First of all, in considering California 
students, it must be remembered that. 
many of them live at home, and therefore 
their morals are under the surveillance of their 
This is largely true in Los Angeles, 
where the University of California at Los Angeles, 
the University of Southern California, and Occi- 
dental College, all co-educational institutions, 
are situated. The University of California at Los 

Angeles and the University of California, at 
Berkeley, are under the same control, but have 
Separate campuses. 

An idea of the liberal faculty attitude at these 
far-Western universities can be obtained from 
the statement of Dr. Ernest C. Moore, of the 
University of California at Los Angeles, who, in 
discussing newly opened smoking rooms for girl 
students, said: 

“We don’t want them (the coeds) to smoke 
all over the campus, but we certainly will not 
definitely prohibit smoking any place.” «. 

_ Dr. Lucy W. Stebbins, dean of women at.the 
sister institution at Berkeley, likewise believes 
that “anti” bans make unruly boys and girls. 
Said Dean Stebbins: 

“For many years we have left all matters of 
student behavior in the hands of the Student 
Affairs Committee. We believe that by letting 
the students govern themselves, we give them a 
far more comprehensive training in good citizen-

There was an over- 
whelming majority against trousers wearing.

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VEGETABLE GARDEN

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no. iportant varieties. ne 
favorite market variety here in 
Atlanta is the early Chantenay, a 
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half long, well-shaped, well-color- 
ed variety. 

There are two very important 
cultural directions concerning car- 
rots. The first has to do with the 
shape of the root. In other words, 
in order that the roots may be 
round, well-colored and tapering 
slightly, the ground should be well 
prepared and. very mellow. The 
reasons for this are obvious. 

On other hand, if carrots 
are planted in very heavy clay 
soil. the root has a tendency to be 
ili-shaped, sometimes even split. 

The second important cultural 
direction has to do with fertiliza- 
tion, and is closely connected with 
the colering of the carrot. For the 
carrot to be the proper orange 
color thev should be grown rapid- 
lv and well nourished with plenty 
of well-balanced commercial fer- 
tilizer, such as 10-6-4, 

For carrots to be at 
for table use, they 
grown rapidly and pulled early. 
For this reason it is best that a 
small amount of them be planted 
about once every 10 davs or two 
weeks. They may be planted from

Some of the larger 
sorts are often used to fashion 
buckets, baskets, poultry nests and 
water dishes for the poultry. An- 
other sort has been used for wash 
cloths or dish cloths.

insides are used for this purpose. 

But aside from the practical use 
of these fellows they are most in- 
teresting when used for vines, 
and really give a change that is 
most effective. 

PUMPKINS. 

The pumpkin is always a very 
popular fall yegetable. The best- 
known variety is the very large 
jumbo, which is used so much at 
Halloween. Jumbo is also very fine 
for baking, as well as for pumpkin 
pies. And speaking of baking 
pumpkins, try to raise a few 


cashaws. We are a bit far south 
for these to grow at their best, 
but with a little special care thev 
will make a delightful addition to 
the table. 

Probably most popular 
pumpkin here in the south is the 
sweet or sugar pumpkin. This is 
a medium-sized pumpkin 10 to 12 
inches. in diameter, but it is of 
verv fine quality and its color is 
a deep orange. slightly ribbed. 
thick fleshed and one of the very 
best edible pumpkins. 

SQUASH. 

All varieties of squash may be 
»lanted during the month of June 
ind early part of July. The fa- 
vorite varietv of all is the yellow 
summer crookneck. The-~ round, 
white patty pan and the vellow 
tush are both good flat types. 

TURNIPS. 

The old standby anywhere in 
he south is the turnip. There are 
probably more turnips planted in 
the south in the fall than all of 
the other vegetables combined. By 
this we do not mean to imply that 
the other vegetables will not grow 
well in the fall. It does mean that 
long ago turnips were found to be 
very satisfactory for the fall gar- 
den—iust as we are learning each 
vear that more and more vege- 
tables will grow well during the 
late summer and early fall. 

The turnip is such a well-known 
vegetable that it seems super- 
fluous to talk about and describe 
its uses other than to say that it 
is invaluable. 

Turnips. will do best planted on 
new ground, but this is not abso- 
lutely essential. If stable manure 
is to be used, it should be worked 
into the soil about two to four 
weeks before the actual planting 
of the seeds, Care should be taken 
that the stable manure is well 
rotted and thoroughly worked into 
the soil. Apply a liberal applica- 
tion of some good commercial fer- 
tilizer at the time of planting, 


the 


repeating this fertilization about 
three weeks after the turnips have 
been out of the ground. If the 
turnips grow fast the greens are 
much more tender and palatable. 
Use about one ounce of seed for 
each 100 feet of row. 

The best turnip for the earliest 
planting—that is, for planting In 
June and early July—is our old- 
fashioned rutabaga. No fall gar- 
den is at all complete without this 
addition. In fact, no vegetable 
dinner served in the fall is com- 
plete without the presence of a 
dish of mashed rutabagas. 

The standard variety of turnip 
used in north Georgia almost to 
the exclusion of the other varie- 
, is the purple top: globe. It is 
a white, globe-shaped variety with 
a purple or fed top. It makes a 
fairly good amount of greens and 
at. the same time makes most de- 
licious turnips. 

There is a new variety that is 
meeting with much success 
throughout the south, a recent in- 
troduction from Japan. This va- 
riety makes an unusual amount of 
very fine greens and at the same 
time produces excellent roots, The 
root is pure white, about the size 
of purple top globe, and its great- 
est plea for mention in the hall 
of fame is that it is louse-resist- 
ant. This is hard to believe—yet 
there have been cases of lice de- 
stroying purple top globe and not 
touching this Japanese turnip, 
‘where they were planted in the 
same field. For a good early va- 
riety of turnip, plant a few Flat 
Dutch, for a yellow variety, use 
vellow globe, and for the stock or 
chickens use cowhorn. 

For real pleasure in the fall and 
summer vegetable garden, I would 
like to make a suggestion. Plant 
some of the vegetables that were 
planted only once in the early 
spring and see how well they will 
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crow during the 
summer. 

One of the _ veget that 
grows particularly well in the fall 
is the old-fashioned spud-plain 
Irish potatoes. These are ¢g

Things had 
been going particularly poorly for 
Little Augie and his associates in 
Brooklyn—the coast guard and 
the powerful Lillien gang of Jersey 
were making rum-running very 
unprofitable. 

One of the most profitable side- 
lines that winter of 1930-31 was 
the business of knocking off silk 
trucks. ‘A load of silk runs to 
about $10.000.) Robbery after rob- 
bery was pulled all up and down 
the eastern seaboard 
necticut to the Carolinas. Several 
mobs were engaged in this racket, 
and the most successful and 
elusive was a group of very tough 
fellows indeed headed, it 18 
charged, by none other than our 
turf-loving friend, Augie Pisano. 

The robbery this story {is con- 
cerned with occurred in the early 
morning of March 5, 1931. The 
eang descended on a garage in 
Union City, seized the garage at- 
tendant and two friends as they 
sat playing cards, trussed them 
up. forced them to lie face down 
in a bus. later locked them in a 
truck upon learning the bus was 
soon to be called for, and present- 
ly drove off with a $10,000 load of 
raw silk. scheduled to be shipped 
south with another load later that 
morning. 

There was nothing hasty about 
the affair. The robbers remained 
in the garage for several hours, 
waiting for the precise moment to 
make their getaway. Once one of 
them drove off in one of the cars 
stored in the garage, evidently for 
a scouting trip. Soon afterward 
the owner of a truck stored there, 
a green-grocer, called for his car. 
They Jet him in and he drove the 
truck out without realizing that 
the garage at the moment was 
staffed exclusively by holdup men. 

Shortly after 4 a. m. Sergeant 
James F. Knight, of the Union 
City police force, started out from 
the second precinct for a tour 1n 
a patrol car driven by Patrolman 
Joseph Cuny. They were on 12th 
street, approaching New York ave- 
nue, when they observed a sedan 
approaching them slowly on the 
“slippery street. (There had been a 
licht rain and snowfall.) 

Stop. a minute while I see 
who's in this car,” said ‘Knicht. 
Cuny applied the brakes and 
Knight jumped out and walked 
toward .the sedan.

Commissioner Henry E. Little, 
Director of public safety, admitted 
he had no explanation for the 
murder but declared the Union 
City authorities would never re- 
lax in their hunt for the killers. 
Little assigned Lieutenant (now 
captain) Harry Jenkins and De- 
tective (now detective-sergeant) 
Patrick McCarthy to the case, 
detaching them from all other 
duty. 

ree weeks after the murder 
@ part of the truckload of stolen 
silk was recovered in a sewer in 
Hoboken. Evidently the stuff had 
become too hot to handle, 


In May a black sedan corre- 
Sponding to one described by the 
hysterical Cuny was found in 
Guttenberg, north of Union City. 
It had two bullet holes in the rear 
window. 

Meanwhile, eight months after 
the crime, a,young man named 
Anthony Curto was arrested in 
Bergen county, New Jersé€y, on 
suspicion of highway robbery. He 
was taken into custody by Ser- 
geant John Lennon of the East 
Rutherford police and questioned 
as to how it happened that he so 
often was observed in the vicinity 
of a holdup. 

Curto would admit nothing 
about any local jobs but eventual- 
ly offered to solve several New 
Engiand silk robberies on condi- 
tion that he be taken to Spring- 
field, Mass., his native city, and 
allowed to talk to Sergeant John 
Cleary. Curto had a record in 
Springfield as a juvenile delin- 
quent, and Cleary had done him 
some good turns in an effort to 
straighten him out. The young 
man vowed he would talk to no 
one but his friend on the Spring- 
field force. 

Taken to Springfield, he led the 
local and state police on a wild 
goose chase for several days, and 
finally got around to talking about 
Silk robberies. 

One of them was the robbery in 
Union City, and the shooting of 
Sergeant Knight. 

* ra] * - 

Brought back to New Jersey, 
Curto was interviewed by Prosecu- 
tor John F. Drewen, of Hudson 
county. Drewen noticed that the 
young man, who claimed he had 
not been in the murder car, never- 
theless was able to describe the 
actual murder with great detail. 
Questioned on this point, Curto, 
finally broke down and confessed 
he had been the driver of the car. 

Arrests followed thick and fast. 
Those taken into custody and 
charged with murder were James 
(Squint) O'Leary, Carmine Tre- 
dola, Pesquale Pizza, Julius (The 
Ape) Benedict, Peter (The Farm- 
er) Serritelli and Harold (Red) 
Meehan. 

Later Salvatore (Blackie) Gen- 
cerella, a dope addict and hench- 
man of Augie Pisano, was arrest- 
ed and indicted. Also indicted 
were Thomas (One-Arm Tom) 
Conway and Michael (Spike) 
Lyons. Generella jis still to be 
tried and the others are still to 
be captured. 

The trial of the first six prison- 
ers started May 9, 1932, before 
Judge Charles M. Egan. John 
Drewen, regarded as one of the 
most capable prosecutors Hudson 
county has ever had, conducted 
the prosecution, and the chief de- 
fense attorney was George E. 
Cutley, 

Cuny told his story, the garage 
attendant and his friends told 
theirs, and then Defense Counsel 
Cutley declared it was the conten- 
tion of the defense that no rob- 
bery had been commited, or rather 
that it had been committed by 
States witnesses. 

Drewen called for 
tense silence of 10 minutes en- 
sued while the star witness was 
being brought over from the coun- 
ty jail. The courtroom expected a 
heroic desperado and a five-foot 
underfed bookkeeper walked in. 
He was pale and thin from illness, 
and tried hard to hide his terror. 

One by one he picked up the 
defendants and named them. 
When he came to Pizza. the 
prosecutor suddenly asked Curto 
if this man Pizza was not his 
brother. 

“He is,” said Curto, and the 
courtroom gasped. This fact had 
not previously been made public. 

Then he sauntered back to the 
witness stand and told his story. 
He described the movements of 
the whole gang from their meet- 
ing in Newark, to the robbery in 
the garage, and’came finally to 
the murder. 

He said that he drove the mur- 
der car, that O'Leary and Lyons 
were with him in the front seat. 
and that Serritelli, Conway and 
Pizza sat in that order in the 
rear seat. He said Pisano was in 
car. and that both cars 
were convoying the stolen truck- 
load of silk, first the truck, then 
Curto’s car, then Pisano. 

He said Serritelli fired the first 
two shots through the rear left 
Wingow and that when the car 
swerved Pizza fired through the 
rear right window. 

The murder car followed the 
truck to a lonely road on the out-

was D'Amato—drove in a coupe 
to their home in Cliffside, N. J. 

Later the stolen truck was found 
abandoned in the Weehawken 
slums, 


The witness related then how 
the next day he and his brother 
drove part of the stolen silk to a 
tailor shop in New Haven, Conn., 
and how they drove the empty to 
a garage in Hewes street, the 
Bronx, owned by Pisano. Later 
Curto met O'Leary in Newark and 
got $10 for all his work. He testi- 
fied that O'Leary told him that 
most of the loot had been hi- 
jacked from them. 


Prosecutor Drewen piled up 
considerable evidence, all tending 
to corroborate his star witness's 
story, To the spectators in the 
courtroom, he seemed to have a 
witness to offset every move by 
the defense: 


The first witnesses for the de- 
fense were the father, mother and 
brother of Curto’s. wife. They 
swore that from March 4 until 
March 8, Curto never left their 
home except to go to work with 
his father-in-law. These dates 
would include the alleged Newark 
conference, the murder and the 
trip to New Haven. 

Then Defense Attorney Cutley 
started building up an alibi for 
O'Leary. One of the first disclos- 
ures was that O'Leary had mar- 
ried. or had been living with, Mitzi 
D'Amato, sister of the star state 
witness. Two other sisters and 
their husbands, and half a dozen 
others, all but two of whom were 
related to Curto, Pizza, and 
O'Leary by a maze of marriages 
and blood lines, testified that they 
had been with O'Leary in Spring- 
field on the night of March 4 and 
most of March 5. 

A nurse in a New Haven hos- 
pital, Mary Ellen Peterson, testi- 
fied she had seen Pizza and 
O'Leary there early and late on 
March 5. She said thev had come 
to visit O'Leary's sick wife, regis- 
tered there under the name of 
O'Mara. 

The next witness for the defense 
was Mrs. Curto, wife of the state's 
chief witness. 

As Drewer later related in his 
summation, and as was partly 
rought out in his cross-examina- 
tion of the woman, she had visit- 
ed her husband in Hudson county 
jail and told him she was out of 
work, ill and pregnant. Curto at 
the time was vacillating over 
whether or not he would take the 
stand and turn state's evidence. 
After her visit Curto told Drewen., 
according to the iatter, that he 
would testify for the prosecution 
if his wife were cared for. Drewen 
started paying her $5 a week. 

Later, he said, it developed that 
her motherhood story was not 
true. Drewen charged that she 
had been sent by the defense to 
spy on her husband and the 
prosecution. 

On the stand she declared her 
husband had told her that Jen- 
kins had promised him immunity 
and also would see that he got 
$1,000 reward in a certain New- 
ark case. She asserted Curto lied 
in his statements to the police 
and on the witness stand, and said 
he had never left home in Febru- 
ary, March or April, 1931, except 
to go to work with her father. 

Serritelli took the stand and 
said he was helping a friend move 
some furniture from Newark to 
Keansburg the night of the mur- 
der. The friend verified this and 
So did a sister. 

Drewen started reading the hu-

tions. Serritelli interrupted at one 
point to say that Mr. Drewen was 
misleading the jury by saving that 
an asseult and battery charge 
was listed as atrocious assault and 
battery. Later he interrupted to 
point out that another assault 
charge had in reality been may- 
hem. 


The list showed that Serritelli 
had spent most of his life in jail. 
Benedict and Tredola took the 
stand and denied everything. Nei- 
ther Meehan nor O'Leary testified. 
The defense came to an end. 
Cutley in his summation de- 
cClared the state’s case was a 
colossal frameup by Jenkins and 
McCarthy, a case built on the 
testimony of a criminal and pro- 
fessional stool pigeon who stooped 
low enough to sell his own brother. 


The defense, which had origi- 
nally held that the robbery was 
framed by the police, also charged 
that Curto was seeking revenge 
for not being properly paid for his 
share in the robbery. 

The word of Curto was uncor- 


roborated. the defense insisted, 
and in view of his character 
simply incredible. 

The jury was charged on May 
20 and returned the next day with 
a verdict of guilty of second de- 
gree murder against all the de- 


fendants. They were sentenced to 
serve 30 years each at hard labor. 

Two months ago they won a 
new trial because the jury had 
been allowed to go home at nights 
during the trial instead of being 
locked up in a hotel. 

The six are now awaiting re- 


trial, along with Gencerella and 
Little Augie, whose lawyer insists 
it is most ridiculous and that it 
must be a case of mistaken 
identity. 

But Prosecutor Drewen doesn't 
seem to think so.

World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 
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BRIDGE CONTEST.

CONTEST for the most 

A interesting hands of the 
month has been conducted 

by a national magazine for over 
a year. The hands which are sub- 
mitted are judged by myself and 
my colleagues and in many cases 
we have found the job one of con- 
siderable interest. Naturally, a 
great majority of the hands sub- 
mitted are extremely boring in 
nature, consisting only of grand 
slam bids being doubled and re- 
doubled and made with several 
extra tricks. Almost every month, 
however, about a dozen hands are 
submitted which are decidedly un- 
usual in nature. Most of the time 
we have had a great deal of dif- 
ficulty in deciding on the winner. 
Many people seem to be under 
the impression that hands can be 


submitted which were well-known 
problems in the days of auction. 
The famous “Duke of Cumberland 
Hand.” a relic from tne days of 
whist, in which a grand slam is 
made against a holding of three 
aces, four kings and three queens, 
appears at least a dozen times 
each month. The “Mississippi 
Heart Hand,” in which a hand 
containing the six top hearts and 
a side A K Q J and A K Q can 
take but 6 tricks, is also one which 
we run across every time. AS &a 
matter of fact, some people have 
even gone so far as to send in 
hands which appeared in The 
Bridge World Magazine itself two 
or three years ago, changing only 
a few small cards here and there 
to create the illusion of newness. 
It is needless to say that none of 
these hands have ever been 
awarded a prize. 

Another group of people con- 
tinually send in hands on which 
they fulfill impossible contracts 
by means of intentional revokes. 
Almost everyone knows that this 
practice is one of the most un- 
ethical in the game and yet I am 
quite certain that the majority 
of these contributions are made 
in good faith and under the im- 
pression that plays of this kind 
are extremely clever. The follow- 
ing is an example: 


A AKQI94 
Y 65 3 


The writer explains that North 
and South reached a contract of 
five spades doubled and redoubled 
through quite a conglomeration of 
bidding. North was the declarer 
and East opened the queen of 
hearts. A glance at the hand will 
show that 3 heart tricks and 3 
club tricks must be lost—defeating 


the hand 2,800. The declarer, how- 
ever, who. incidentally, was the 
writer of the letter, was not one 
to accept defeat without a fight. 
After West had played the ace of 
hearts on dummy’s king he 
thought for a moment and de- 
cided to ruff. After this play the 
rest was easy. He led out the -out- 
standing spades, discarding every- 
thing but diamonds in the dummy, 
and then ran down seven dia- 
monds for the remainder of the 
tricks. By this method of play 
he made seven-odd, and he glee- 
fully conceded 2 tricks for the re- 
voke. This, of course, allowed him 
to make his contract of five dou- 
bled and redoubled. 


This swindler not only had the 
effrontery to boast about his suc- 
cess but even went so far as to 
submit the hand to the contest. 
Needless to say, I am always 
anxious to discourage practices of 
this kind. It is unfortunate that 
the new laws do not provide a 
remedy for this situation but it is 
the practice in ordinary circles for 
the side which gains by the revoke 
to refuse to accept any tricks it 
would not have made otherwise. 
If a player continually refuses to 
do this, the only recourse is to re- 
fuse to play with him any more, 

Strangely enough, I feel that 
the writer of this letter is prob- 
ably a perfectly honest person. 
The purpose of this article is to 
inform him and others of his 
kind that such practices are de- 
cidedly not to be condoned. 

t x * . 

Most of my readers must have 
become acquainted with safety 
plays by this time. The usual 
safety play takes place when the 
declarer holds five trumps to the 
A Q 10 with four small in dum- 
my, in which case he must. as a 
rule, lose 1 trick in this suit. His 
best plav is to first lay down the 
ace. If no honor falls, he should 
then enter the dummy and lead 
the suit from that hand. This 
play will lose more than one trick 
only when the K J X are in back 
of the A @. If this is the case 
nothing can be done. 

This same play takes many 
forms and is not alwavs recog- 
nized. In the following hand de- 
clarer’s failure to realize that he 
was confronted with a safety play 
situation cost him an absolutely 
laydown contract. 

South, Dealer.

The bidding: 


The bidding does not call for 
much comment. As a matter of 
fact, North could not have been 
severely criticized if he had ate 
tempted a grand slam. Fortunate- 
ly he refrained, however, and his 
conservatism deserved a better 
fate. 

West's opening was the fourth- 
best club, which was won by de- 
Clarer with the ace. Without stope 
ping to think, this player immedi- 
ately laid down the king of spades. 
After this play he could not avoid ~ 
losing 2 spade tricks to the Q@ 10 
x combination over the A J 9 com- 
bination in dummy. 

The declarer in question blamed 
the fates most vehemently for the 
Said result. Actually, he had no- 
body but himself to blame. Had 
he led the ace of spades from 
dummy first, the contract would 
have been assured against any 
combination of cards. With four 
Spades in the East hand he could 
have led the knave. forcing the 
cover of the queen, and afterwards 
conceded but one trick to the ten. 
Had the four spades been in the 
West hand he could have returned 
to his king and led a low spade 
up to the knave in dummy. This 
would also allow the opponents 
but one trick. 

A glance at the hand will show 
the reader that this combination 
is governed by the same principle 
as the more well-known form of 
safety play.
